commented, “It was felt that 
the uncertainty would encour. 
age interest, competition and 
participation.” The innova- 
tion resulted from an evalua- 


tion session held by last 
year’s delegation. 
The finalists chosen this 


week will be eligible to enroll 
in Government 196 for which 
they receive two units credit 
and a letter grade. Delegates 
will be graded on their prep- 
aration and performance at 
the conference. The four al- 
ternates who do not make the 
trip will be graded on class 
performance, 

SSC delegates will repre- 
sent, as accurately as possible, 
Thai foreign policy in the 
mock UN. Issues expected 
to concern the delegation will 
be admittance of Communist 
China and Communist aggres. 
sion in Laos and South Viet 
Nam. 

Selection of students was 
made by a six member board 
including Al Cameron and 
Mike Cullivan, members of 
the 1960-61 delegation; Ahmed 
Sheikh, world affairs coordin- 
ator; Lacin; Dr. D. E. Moore, 
associate professor of speech;

In 1961-62, $200,000 will be spent in Southeast Asia to 
aid and establish cafeterias, dormitories, book and printing 
shops, to provide educational and medical equipment and 
supplies for WUS hostels and eclinies and to continue stu- 
dent health services. Similar programs will be undertaken 
in the Far and Middle East, in Europe, Canada and South 


America. 


For student refugees, $1,300,000 will aid Algerian stu- 
dents in Morocco and Tunisia, provide scholarships and 
loans for Hungarian refugee students, help Algerian stu- 
dents completing their education in Europe and Chinese 


students in Hong Kong. 


The Southeast Asian Workship on cooperative and 
self-help techniques in India and the community develop. 
ment conference in West Africa are other instances of 
students assisting their counterparts in foreign countries 
and also in the United States to help themselves.
